Forty Thousand Soldiers Employed to 
Guard Stretch of Frontier. 
Tho Hague, March 17.—The Dutch 
minister of war, reporting in the sec­ 
ond c hamber of the Dutch parliament, 
says that 36,679 persons were prose­ 
cuted for smuggling goods into Ger­ 
many last year. 
Forty thousand sol­ 
diers were employed to prevent smug­ 
gling, but because of the 600 miles of 
frontier they had to patrol, many of 
the smugglers were able to dc a brisk 
business with the people across the 
border.

they bring to their trade, it is said,

manders order the whole life of the 
community. 
They have resorted in 
some regions to banishing all unde­ 
sirable persons. The number thus de­ 
prived of their right of residence last 
year is 1,297. 
A bill passed recently limits sup­ 
plies for the border towns to quanti­ 
ties that were normal before the war. 
The authorities carry out the anti­ 
smuggling laws in a most drastic way, 
realizing that the traffic was endan­ 
gering the country’s oversea supply by 
awakening the distrust of the allies.

March IT.—The big 
gest drug robbery the country has! 
known, the theft of cocaine, morphine! 
and heroin, worth $300,000, has been: 
uncovered by Collector of 
Revenue 
James J. Brady and his staff. 
Detectives from police headquarters 
arrested Emil ll. West, alias A. J. 
Hut her, after an 
investigation 
eon-! 
ducted jointly with the government 
officials for several months, on a 
charge of peddling drugs known as 
“dope.” 
Parke, Davis & Co., one of the larg­ 
est drug manufacturers in the world, 
are the victims. 
Their loss is prob­ 
ably $50,000, the wholesale value of 
the dope. 
In two suit cases seized in West's 
rooms were found 1.000,000 tablets of 
drugs and 
material 
for 
1,000,000. 
These tablets retail at lac each, mak­ 
ing Hie haul total $300,000 in con­ 
traband. 
Federal officials say West marketed 
the stuff to prison guards in the pen­ 
itentiary in Jefferson City, Mo., and 
that they sold the “dope” to convicts 
in that institution. 
The prison authorities were advis­ 
ed of the Detroit capture. 
West's recital of his 
thefts 
and 
plans by his cellmates to get the 
habit-forming drugs reads like a novel 
of the dime variety. 
“I came to Detroit to get the drugs I 
for Ernest Doss and J. P. Postal-! 
w ade. who were in prison with me,” i 
said West, who is of medium weight 
with a thin face and 
a 
“dreamy! 
Chinatown” expression. 
He showed little emotion over his 
arrest and apparently told everything 
he knew about the matter. 
“They fixed it up with a foreman 
in the prison to get the dope and dis­ 
tribute among the boys,” be went on. 
According to a letter found on West 
from Doss a shipment of 1,000 tablets 
reached the convicts as intended, and 
that $78 was realized by Doss, Postal- 
wade and the guard. 
Another shipment of 3,000 tablets 
wTas intercepted at the prison and 
Postalwade and Doss were put in the 
dungeon, according of West. 
A letter received from Doss after 
ho and Postalwade 
were 
released 
from the dungeon reads as follows: 
“They got the second shipment in 
the prison. 
Postalwade and I were 
thrown in the dungeon. 
We just got 
out, however, and everything is all 
right again. They seized the $78 and 
the 175 tablets we bad left from the 
former shipment. Keep right on send­ 
ing The dope to the guard, for we 
need it.” 
Prison Official Involved. 
West w’as employed as a 
shipping 
clerk by Parke, Davis 
& 
Co. 
Mr. 
Brady learned that the company was 
being robbed through 
drug 
users, 
who were brought before him. 
West is said to have made a detail­ 
ed confession, invoking officials of 
the Missouri penitentiary and several 
prisoners.

George Larkins, the case will be turn­ 
ed over to the federal authorities for 
prosecution. 
Warden McClung Aware of Entry. 
Jefferson City, Mo., March 17.—On 
the request 
of J. 
Love, a United 
States revenue officer in Detroit, J. H. 
Kline, a teamster of this city, has 
been placed under arrest, supposedly 
for handling “dope” that 
has 
been 
muggled into the Missouri peniten­ 
tiary. 
It is surmised that he was arrested 
as a result of the confession in De­ 
troit of ex-Convict Emil West, of St.

The Change Is Made Necessary Be­ 
cause the Fourth of March Hap­ 
pens to 
Fall 
on Sunday 
Next 
Year. 


The 
fact 
that 
inauguration 
day, 
March 4, falls on Sunday next year, 


necessitating a change in the date of 


administering the oath of office to the 


incoming 
president 
of 
the 
United 
States, calls to mind the fact that only 


on three former occasions during the 
128 years since Washington’s first in­ 
auguration has this condition existed. 
By referring to a table of statistics 
on presidential elections 
and inaugu­ 
rations it is learned that the first oc­ 
currence was at the time of James 
Monroe’s inauguration for his second 
term when the date March 4 fell on 
Sunday, and Monroe took the oath of 
office on Monday, March 5, 1821. The 
next occasion w^as twenty-eight years 
later, w'hen Zachary Taylor 
was in­ 
augurated on Monday, March 5, 1849. 
Rutherford B. Hayes took the oath of 
office privately in the White House on 
Saturday, March 3, 1877, and the oath 
was publicly administered on Monday, 
March 5. 
There have been 
five 
other in­ 
stances w'hen the oath of office of 
president of the United States has 
been taken on dates other than March 
5, during the 127 years since Wash­ 
ington w'as inaugurated in 1789, but 
these dates were occasioned 
by the 
vice president 
succeeding his chief 
before the expiration 
of the former’s 
term of office. 
John Taylor wras in­ 
augurated president on Tuesday, April 
6, 1841, following the death of William 
II .Harrison, who had served but two 
days over a month. This was the first 
occasion of the vice president’s being 
called on to take the oath of office 
prescribed in the constitution for the 
president. 
On Wednesday, July IO, 
1850, Millard Filmore took the oath of 
office, 
succeeding 
Zachary 
Taylor. 
Following the assassination of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, Andrew 
Jackson, his 
vice president, was 
inaugurated 
on 
Saturday, April 15, 1865. 
The assas­ 
sination of James A. Garfield elevated 
Chester A. Arthur to the presidential 
chair and he took the oath of office 
at his New York residence on Tues­ 
day, September 20, 1881, the oath be­ 
ing repeated in the vice president’s 
rooms at the capitol in Washington 
on 
September 22, 
1881. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt wras first inaugurated presi­ 
dent on September 14, 1901, following 
the death of William McKinley from 
assassination.

Connor, and when the girl was a r­ 
raigned she obtained a continuance 
until the following day in order that 
she could procure witnesses. 
The

day the ease was dis­ 
missed by Prosecuting Attorney A. I.. 
Shortridge, who claimed th at .the evi­ 
dence subm itted did not w arrant hold­ 
ing the girl or proceeding with the 
prosecution. 
Sheriff Card, who says 
that he himself kne w' enough of the 
case to have established the charge, 
claims that the prosecuting attorney 
did not send for him and examine him 
as to w hat he knew about the circum­ 
stances, but dismissed it w'ithout con­ 
sulting with him.

Purim, a minor feast in Hie Jewish 
calendar, falls this year on the 19th 
of March. 
The reading of the Book 
of Esther from a parcnmcnt scroll ort 
th at 
day 
constitutes ■ the 
principal 
feature iii the Synagog service. 
The 
feast recalls the deliverance of the 
Jew s of Persia through the interven­ 
tion of Queen Esther and her kinsman 
Mordecai from a threatened massacre 
planned by Haman, the king’s vizier. 
In the words of the Book of Esther 
it commemorates “the day w'herein the 
Jew s had rest from their enemies and' 
the month which 
w’as 
turned 
unto 
them from sorrow' to gladness and 
from mourning unto a good day.” 
It 
was decreed that the day be observed 
in a joyous spirit that finds expres­ 
sion in sending portions to one another 
and gifts to the poor. 
(Esther chapter 
9, verse 20.) 
The 
feast 
bears 
the 
name of 
“Purim ,” because it is recorded that 
H am an the arch enemy or the Jews, 
sought to fix the day of their destruc­ 
tion by casting “Purim ” which, accord­ 
ing to a popular etymology given in 
the Book of Esther, means “Lots.” The 
feast is more social in character than 
religious. 
It does not require cessa­ 
tion from labor or any special religious 
ceremony other than the reading of 
the Book of Esther and the reciting 
of a few' special prayers inspired by 
the event commemorated. 
In former times the celebration in 
some places partook of the nature of 
a carnival. 
At present the Story of 
* 
of Hie Book of E sther is not unfre- 
quently presented in dramatized form. 
The injunction to remember the poor 
was and is observed faithfully. Dur­ 
ing the centuries of persecution, the 
feast of Purim was quite popular, due, 
perhaps, to the fact that the story of 
deliverance from the plottings of the
